' Thurſday. The Fellow ll" was re- 
commended” to me, and whom I hired to 
attend my Servants, and work with them 
for their better Inſtruction, proved ſuch a 
Raſcal in filling their Heads with bad No- 
tions of the Place, and other Diſcourage- 
ments, that T thought proper to diſcharge 
bim, 'before he had done more Miſchief. 
And it was a ſad Caſe too well known, 
that great Numbers of Newcomers were 
often ſo poiſoned at firſt, by the Venom of 
iüll-deſigning People, which they infuſed 
eraftily, to ſpoil any future Hopes of Good 
from them. In the Evening T ſpent an 
Hour or two at Mr. Caufton's, where Meſſ. 
Parker and Chriſtie ( Magiſtrates) and Jones 
and Fallowfield (Conſtables) all dropping in 
one after another, by Accident; upon ſee- 
ing the whole Body together, in whom the 
civil and military Power was lodg d, I took 
Oceaſion to remonſtrate to them how their

not pretend to determine from thence 
how much was really due, or what De- 
ductions might be made; yet I was fo far 
of Opinion he had ſome Demand, that at 
his Requeſt I promiſed to ſpeak to Mr. 
Cauſton in his Favour, ſo far as appeared 
juſt: And thereupon 1 had talked with Mr. 
Cauſton of it; who after acknowledging, 
that he belicved- there might be ſomething 
due to him, though not equal to what he 
ſet forth; and that he had not behaved ſo 
well as to deſerve any Favour at his Hands;

Satisfaction to ſee Planting go on with 


Diligence, beyond what I once expected. 
My Son having deen lately up the River, 
to look into ſome of the adjacent Planta- 
tions, brought me Word, that he under- 
ſtood Capt. Pat. M<Kay had taken a ſud- 
den Reſolution to be doing ſomething again 
about his Land at Joſeph's Town, and was 
ſetting People at Work to plant what he 
had already cleared there, though he meant 
to meddle with no more, and it was ſuſ- 
pected, that he would make Uſe of ſome. 
of his Negroes on the Carolina Side of the 
River, whom he might ſend over for that 
Purpoſe. My Son farther told me, that 
he heard the Captain had brought over a 
good Number of Cattle to range in the 


Woods on this Side the Water at different 


Places, and had placed ſome Servants at Sir 
Francis Bathurſ#'s and Auguſtin's (at pre- 
ſent unoccupied) to take Care of them; 
where they had taken Poſſeſſion of what 
Houſes or Huts they found, to live in. 
Soon after, I acquainted Mr. Caufton with

me he had run out ſome Lands in Carolina, 
about fifteen hundred Acres; that his Title. 
had paſſed through all the Offices in due 
Form, but was ſtopt at laſt by Colonel 
Bull, who refuſed to paſs it as Preſident, 
alledging, that he thought it would not be 
agreeable to Mr. Oglethorpe for any of the 
Colony here to ſettle on Lands in Carolina, 
which he ſaid was all the Reaſon he gave 
for ſtopping it; and then flew into a great 
Paſſion, proteſting, that no Man upon 
Earth ſhould compel him to relinquiſh 
what was his Right, or hinder him from 
going where he thought fit; that he had 
been at great Expences in Improvements 
in Georgia, and had ſuffered very much by 
them; nevertheleſs he was ſtill going on 
in Hopes of better Encouragement, which 
if he failed of, he muſt do better where he 
could, and would not be a Priſoner any 
where: All which was of a Piece with 
what had been the Drift of his Diſcourſe a 
long while; and Negroes was at the End 
of it.

a Copy, deſiring my Opinion; and on Per- 
uſal of it, I found he had fo far given 
him Satisfaction about it, as to leave it to 
 M*Pherſon himſelf to make the beſt Terms 
with his Men that he could; and promifing 
to conform to all that he inſiſted on be- 
ſides, as far as it was in his Power: 
Which I readily concurred with him in, 
Neceflity having no Law; and undoubted- 
ly it would be better juſtified fo to do, than 
riſk the abandoning that Fort, and diſſol- 
ving the Company: Though we were both 
_ ſenſible, that the Captain himſelf otherwiſe 
merited little Indulgence, being very ſel- 
dom with his Men upon any Duty; ma- 
king the Poſt a Sort of a Sine-cure, and 
putting ſo much Pay in his Pocket for little 
or nothing done. Mr. Cauſton alſo ſnewed 
me another Letter newly received out of 
the Indian Nations (from what Hand 1 
could not learn) directed to the principal 
Commander in Georgia, wherein was a 
Letter from the Governor of Virginia, di- 
rected to the principal Officer in Carolina, 


importing the great warlike Preparations 


the French were making with the Choctaw 
Indians, againſt the Chicaſaus; and it was 
to be apprehended they had farther Views, 
Sc. The Letter from the Governor of 
Virginia was dated fo long ſince as in Au-

cance now; but it was pretty remarkable 
what Diligence had been uſed by the Go- 
vernment of Carolina to impart the Advices 
received from Virginia to this Province.

Saturday. Taking a Walk this Morning 
to my People Abroad, Mr. Caufton joined 
Company, and went with me Part of the 

Way; when we fell into various Diſcourſe, 
moſtly tending towards the advancing the 
publick Service, and communicating our 
Sentiments freely, upon the different Mo- 
tives which we apprehended ſome People 
about us were influenced by, and which 
had created ſo much Diſturbance. It was 
equally our Opinion, that the greateſt re- 


maining Root of Diſcontent now, was a- 


mong the Club which met conſtantly at 
the Tavern, moſtly Scatebmen (as I before 
obſerved) but promiſcuous alſo, and open to 
any that would come, in the Manner of a 
Coffee-Houſe, where every one called for 
what he liked: And uſually once or twice 
a Week, I made it my Choice to go and 
fit an Hour among them; thinking it right 
to mix now and then with all Sorts indiffe- 


rently, whereby I might the better be in- 


formed of the Diſpoſition of People, and 
make the better Judgment what they drove 
at: And ſome of them indeed would often

their Meaning ; as I have obſerved in my 
Letters to the Truſt. Mr. Samuel Brown, 
one of our Indian Traders, being newly 
come to Town out of the Cherokee N ation, 
principally to take ſome Advice about a 
Wound which he got in his Head among ; 
His Fellow Traders, was at the Club this 
Evening, when I went thither, and he gave 
me the following Relation, viz, That be- 
fides the five hundred Acres of Land he 
had at Auguſta, and which he was intent 
upon improving of, there was a ſmall 
Iſland lying in the River, betwixt that and 
 New-Windſor (and therefore in the Province 
of Georgia) which he faid Mr. Oglethorpe 
had granted him to hold by Leaſe, and 
that he had put ſeveral People upon it to 
cultivate Land; but that the Carolina Go- 
vernor of New-Windſer had taken an Op- 
portunity to drive all his Men off, alledging, 
that it was a Part of Carolina, and he 
would plant it himſelf, I could fay little 
to it, but thought it worth Notice here. 
Mr. Cauſton went for Oci/tead in the After- 
noon, much diſordered and feveriſn.

After I re- 
turned Home in the Evening, Mr. Cauſton 
ſent me a Meſſage by one of the Clerks, 
with a Letter ſent him a few Hours before 
from Capt. M<Pherſon, which he wrote . 
him from the Houſe he quartered at in 
Town; and indeed was akin to what he 
had wrote him before (vide 24 wt.) full 
of Threats what he would do, in caſe he 
bad not full Satisfaction immediately in 
what he required: And the Meſſenger told 
me, Mr. Cau/ton defired me to anſwer it: 
I went therefore with what Haſte I could, 
to confer with Mr. Cauſton upon it; who 
was now upon Recovery, but weak ; and 
therefore unfit (as he ſaid) to enter into 
much Argument with M*<Pherfſon, who 
was 
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was grown very untractable, and he could 173841 
not beat being ſo roughly Handled; by him: * 
For which Reaſon he deſired I would tal *P* 
with him, and ſee what Terms I could 
bring him to; which I promiſed him I 
would, after having firſt learnt: of him 
how far he thought it reaſonable to com- 
ply : Accordingly I ſent to Capt. M<Pher/on, + 
to know when he would give me an Op- 
portunity of talking with him; and he ſaid 
be would ſee me to-morrow Morning. Mr. 
William M*Kay' came up the River this 
Evening, in a Sloop from Providence, and 
thoſe Parts; with a Cargo of Brazilletta 
Wood, Mohagony, two thouſand. Weight 
of Turtle, Sc. (not mentioning any Rum; 
which I alſo imagined might be a Part 
of the Cargo) ſome Oranges, and other % 
Fruit; little or none of Which was well | 
borted for Georgia, intending (as he ſaid) 
after he had conferred with his Brother 
Capt. Patrick, to look for a Market at 
Charles-Town, or elſewhere. Within an 
Hour or two after, Mr. James Williams, 
(Brother to Robert) after having been a 
trading Voyage ever fince Offober laſt, and 
not ſeen Savannah, came up to Town; 
leaving the Snow: which he ſailed in at . 
bee; and. coming together with his Bro- 
ther to Mr. Cauſton s, they made a Ten- 
der of thirty and odd Hogſheads of Mo- 


laſſes, ſome . of Sugar, and other 
Things 
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1738. Things of leſs Importance; which were 
all very acceptable, but eſpecially the Mo- 
April laſſes, which there had been none of in 
| the Store for ſome Months paſt, to the 
Grief of many People; wherefore thoſe 
uſeful and neceſſary Commodities were rea- 
dily taken off their Hands. VF 
2. Sunday (Eafter.) Capt. M*Pherſon came 
to me about Eight in the Morning; and 
we had ſome Diſcourſe about his Affair, 
though at an improper Time; and finding 
him much out of Humour, that he had 
been kept ſo many Days in Town, attend- 
ing to no Purpoſe (as he termed it) for that 
he could not get his Account ſettled, which 
was the firſt Thing to be done, and then 
it would be a proper Time to ſettle other 
Matters in futuro; I promiſed him I would 
haſten it all I could, and did not doubt 
but it would be done in a Day or two at 
moſt, which a little pacified him at preſent, 
Mr. Dyjon performed the Offices of the 
Church as well as his Health would al- 
low, but was not. able to preach : After 
reading the Morning Service, he publiſhed 
his Majeſty's Order in Council, concerning 
the Form of Prayer to be uſed for the 
Royal Family, which the Truſtees had 
been pleaſed to ſend Copies of to Mr. 
Cauſton and me. After Church I called 
in at Mr. Cauſton's to acquaint him with

Ockſtead, intending to ſpend a few Days ho 
there for his Health. 
Monday. William Emwen, the principal 3. 
Servant under Mr. Cauſton at the Stores, 
came to acquaint .me, that none of the 
Germans employed at the publick Work, 
either at the Crane or elſewhere, would 
take any Labour in hand, reſolving one 
and all (with or without Leave) to keep 
Holiday: I well knew them to be a ſloth- 
ful and mutinous Crew, always complain- 
ing of too much Work, and too little 
Victuals, that they were daily growing 
more and more troubleſome ; and therefore 
I thought there would be a Neceſſity of 
laying afide too much Lenity, and letting 
them know ſome Diſcipline which would 2 Ys 
reduce them to a better Temper; neverthe- 
leſs I told Ewen, I thought he would labour 
in vain in endeavouring to get them toge- 
ther to Day, as they were ſcattered Abroad; 
but they might the better be called to 
Account for it another Day, and a proper 
_ Courſe then taken with them, to teach 
them their Duty. The Stores were all 
ſhut, the Clerks gone, and univerſal Folt- 
day through the Town; but not ſo in the 
Country with the Planters, who would be 
inexcuſable to negle& a good Seaſon ; and 
my Servants, as many of them as could 
work, were not allowed to be idle; but

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1738. two or three of them were commonly ſick 


at a Time, notwithſtanding the beſt Care 


Apr could be taken of them, and that at a 


great Expence too. I went and found Capt. 
Me Pherſon, who was a little chagrined 


again, ſeeing his Buſineſs at a Stand yet; 


and entering into a free Converſe convin- 
ced him there was no Delay intended, but 
that it was only accidental, occaſioned by 


this Feſtival; and that I hoped I ſhould 


find it done for him againſt to-morrow; 


he became a little eaſy once more ; but I 
apprehended a little more Jarring at part- 


ing at the Concluſion of all. 


Tucſday. Little obſervable this Day. Mr. 
Williams (Robert) acquainted me, that he 
was about loading the Snow which his 
Brother came in, with Lumber for the 
Weſt-Indies; that he was under Contract 
for failing in a Fortnight, or elſe to pay 
Demurrage, that he had it all ready, did not 


doubt but he ſhould eaſily accomplith it, 


and that he intended to go in her himſelf, 
now his Brother James was come; and in- 
tended to be back again in about ten Weeks:

TY Tueſday. This being another Leiſur 
Day, my chief Care was about my Plant- 
ing, to get that forward as faſt as poſſi- 
ble, and nothing intervened to divert my 
Thoughts on other Matters: But at Night, 
ſoon after I was in Bed, Mr. Jenkins (who 
keeps a Victualling-Houſe in Town) came 
to my Houſe, deſiring to ſpeak with me; 
and fitting by my Bed-fide told me, that 
a certain Perſon came to his Houſe this 
Evening from on Board a Skooner, which 
he had left at Tybee, intending to take his 
Lodging with him; that the Man's Name 
was Preu, that he came laſt from Auguſtin, 
after having been before ſome Months made 
a Priſoner at the Havannah; that he called 
in here now, on Purpoſe to tell us the good 
News, that the Spaniards had given over 
their intended Expedition againſt this Pro- 
vince, by Virtue of Orders newly come to 
the Havannah from Old. Spain, &c. all 
which the Man himſelf was ready to relate 
to me, who was come along with him 
for that Purpoſe : Upon hearing whereof, 
T aroſe, and went to him; when he did fo, 
and added a great deal more of the like 
Tenour with ſuch Confidence, that it raiſed 
à Jealouſy in me, leſt he ſhould be hired. 
as a Spy, to make this Feint and Jull us to 
fleep, inſtead of being upon our Guard, 
„ upon 
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upon the Alarm we had taken at the Intel- 1738. 
ligence we had received on Saturday laſtüĩ' 


Whereupon I told him, it would be proper 
to communicate this good News to Mr. 
Cauſton, our principal Magiſtrate, who at 
preſent was not in Town, but would be 
to-morrow ; and bidding him good Night, 


I hinted it privately to Fenkins, to ſee that 


his Lodger did not give him the Slip; 
and ſending for the Officer upon Guard, I 
gave it him in ſtrict Charge, that no Per- 


ſon whatever was ſuffered to go off in 
the Night, till due Examination could be 


taken; which I declined doing myſelf, but

Medneſday. A Meſſenger having been 
diſpatched to Mr. Cauſton by me, deſiring 
his haſtening early to Town, he came, and

Preu, who was examined with all the 
Caution and Care we were capable of ;

Parker and Chriſtie, 
and two other Inhabitants, whom I had 
Confidence in, taking Preu and the Maſter 
of the Veſſel (whole Names was James 
Howell) along with us; who when we 
came aboard, very readily opened all Places 
we required, and ſhewed us what Letters 
they had; which appeared to be no other 
than common Letters of Traftick, Sc. to 
ſeveral Perſons in Port- Royal and Charles- * 
Tawn (moſt of whom we knew) wrote by 
their Correſpondents, Subjects of Britain, 
13. reſiding at Auguſtin, I took a Liſt of the 
Letters, and encloſed it in a Letter that I 
wrote immediately to Colonel Bull, Prefi- 
dent of the Council, acquainting him with 
what we had done, and leaving it to him 
to try if he could detect any Thing which 
might not be diſcovered yet by us: Which 
Letter I delivered to the Maſter of a ſmall 
Sloop that was then paſting by us, bound 
to Charles: Town, with the Diſpatches that 
Mr. Cauſton had prepared over Night; 
which done, the Skooner preſently weigh'd, 
and failed to Charles-Town in Company 
with that Sloop; and we returned home- 
| wards, 
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wards, meeting in our Paſſage another 1738. 
large Boat, bound from Savannah to the 
South, with Diſpatches of the ſame Kind 9 85 
thither, and in her alſo ſome Carriages for 
mounting Guns at St. Simon's, which Mr. 
Delegal had long expected, and which had 
been ſhamefully long delayed; though 1 

had frequently ſpoke of it ever ſince Febru- 

ary, when I came thence, and ſaw the 

Want of them. Young Mr. Delegal ha- 

ving been in Carolina lately, upon this A- 
larm there, was making what Haſte he 

could to his Duty; and coming to Savan- 

nah, took the . of a Paſſage in 

the ſame Boat. We landed a little 

after Noon; and when I had ſpent ſome 
Time with Mr. Cauſton, talking farther of 

theſe Matters, I went Home, not hearing 

of any Thing material more worth No- 

tice. 

Friday. Mr. Jennys of n 14. 
Brother of him lately deceaſed, having 
been a Day or two at Savannah, engaged 
Mr. Cauſton and me to dine with him ; 
when Mr. Cauſton acquainted me, that a 
Meſſenger from Ocꝶſtead very early this 
Morning brought him Word, that a Boat 
paſſed by his Houſe making great Speed 
with eight Oars in the Night towards Sa- 
vannab River; that his People hailed her 
as ſhe paſſed, but they would not anſwer ; 
and thereupon the Watch fired, but yet 


they 
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they paſſed on, and took no Notice. Mir, 
wr Cauſton, I obſerved, appeared more ſhock- 


ed at this, than any Thing hitherto; and 


proximus ardet ſeemed to be in his Thoughts: 
But Mr. Fennys ſomewhat abated his Ap- 
prehenfions of their being Spaniards, by 


telling him, that in his Way hither at Port. 


Royal, he was informed, that Mr. Wig was 
newly gone out thence, in a Scout-Boat 
with eight Oars, in order to take a Cruize

probably it was that Boat. Mr. Cauſton 
however, before we ſaw him, had ordered

— belonging to Mr. Ellis, with about ſevenn 
April teen hundred Buſhels of Corn, which was 
ordered to be taken into Store; but would 
have been more acceptable ſooner, for the 
Seed-Corn which the People had for plant- 
ing, was but very mean, ſcarce a fourth 
Part being fit (after picking) to be put in 
the Ground: And the other Sloop of Mr. 
Ellis's (noted of the 6th Inſtant) being de- 
livered, was preparing to depart, when it 
timely happened, that a Diſcovery was 
made of the Proviſion being bad, and unfit 
for Uſe, which that Sloop imported: It 
ſeems, after what paſſed between Mr. Cauf- 
ton and the Maſter on the 6th, upon the 
Maſter's repreſenting to Mr. Cauſton, that 
the Cargo which he brought, it was ex- 
pected would have been immediately ſpent, 
upon Preſumption of a great Number of 
People being newly arrived; wherefore the 
Meat was not packt as uſual for long keep- 
ing, but would be beſt for preſent Uſe, &c. 
In Conſideration of Mr. E/hs's being an 
old Dealer, and a Man of Character, Mr. 
Cauſton took all the Beef off his Hands; 
and upon iſſuing ſeveral Caſks to Day out 
of the Stores to ſundry Perſons, it was all 
returned, and found to be not eatable: 
Whereupon a Survey was immediately or- 
dered on the Whole, and all except a Trifle 
found to be bad. Such Confidence is to

be repoſed in ſuch Dealers. Late in the 1738. 
Evening we had another little Spaniſh A- 
larm, ſufficient to keep us waking, which * 
came from a Servant of Bailiff Parker's, 
who was alone on his Plantation, about ten 
Miles off; and reported, that about Ten in 
the Forenoon four ſtrange Men, all Fo- 
reigners, came ſuddenly upon him, and at 
firſt one of them drew his Sword with In- 
tent to kill him; but another (who was the 
only Perſon among them that had a little 
broken Engliſe) interpoſed, and deſired his 
Life might be ſpared; after which they all 
went into the Hut hard by, where they 
fat down and reſted themſelves about an 
Hour and Half, without offering farther 
Violence of any Kind, but obliging him to 
ſtand at the Door and watch, that nobody 
might ſurprize them ; and then they walk- 
ed away into the Country by a Path which 
ſhewed they knew their Way, after firſt 
making him ſwear he would not diſcover 
what he had ſeen: He ſaid they were all 
ſwarthy Men, with black Hair braided up, 
and brought up from. behind under their 
Hats, every one alike in Dreſs, and black, 
or dark coloured Cloaths, arid each was 
armed with Sword, Gun, and a Piſtol; no 
Buckles but Straps to tie their Shoes. Mr. 
 Caufton riding in his Way to Ockftead in 
the Evening, and meeting this Man in the 
Road coming to Town, ſent me a Line or 

| two 
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1738. two by him, deſiring me to enquire of him 
more particularly, and to fend Capt. Men- 
April 0% (Commander of the Palachocolas Fort, 
now in Town) with two of his Men and 
Horſes, to meet him at Mr. Parker's Plan- 
tation early in the Morning, and try if 
any Diſcovery of that Kind could be made: 
J thereupon talked to Mr. Parker and Mr. 
Chriſtie, and examined the Fellow who 
was Parker's Servant, before his Maſ- 
ter, who gave me this Account as I have 
wrote it, and ſtood to it ; his Maſter telling 
me at the ſame Time, that he believed the 
Fellow would ſay nothing but Truth, and 
we might credit him, I then ſpoke with 
Capt. MeIntoſb, and told him what Mr. 
Cauſton deſired; who promiſed to go off at 
Day-break, and Mr. Parker appointed to 
go with him. It was our Opinion (what- 
ever Truth might be in it) that the ordina- 
fy Guard ſhould be doubled, and two or 
three Men ordered to patrol at a Time at a 
little Diſtance round the Town, and in 
caſe of any Danger to give Notice, &c. 
This was ordered accordingly, and the Re- 
mainder of the Night was Peace. FL 
19. M eaneſday. This Day produced nothing 
of any Moment. All being returned to 
Town, who went out to ſeek for ſome 
Intelligence of thoſe Spaniards, who were 
ſuppoſed laſt Night to be ſo near us; and not 
being able to make any Kind of Diſcovery

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farther, People generally began to think it 1738, 
only an idle Story cooked up by Mr. Par. 
 ker's Servant, for a Pretence of coming to ck 


Town, and leaving his Work; but Mr. 


Parker yet ſeemed to have a good Opinion 
of his Man's Veracity ; ſo that various Con- 
jectures aroſe about it, however I did not f 
find it made any great Impreffion, and Peo- 
ple went quietly about their Buſineſs. 
Thurſday. Mr. Robert Williams having 20; 
loaded his Snow with Lumber for the W2/- 
Indies (as before taken Notice of) failed this 
Morning, and with him Hugh Sterling, 
upon a trading Account; James Williams 
now in Turn ſtaying here, to carry on the 
Plantation Work, Sc. and as they are both 
Men that ſeem reſolved to be puſhing on a 
Trade and Buſineſs of any Kind that has a 
Shew of Profit; it were to be withed they 
may find Succeſs, and thereby encourage 
Induſtry in all Shapes, that may tend to 
the Benefit of the Colony: It were alſo at 
the ſame Time to be wiſhed, they would 
lay aſide a little of that Warmth which I 
have known ſometimes to carry them too 
far in defending that Opinion about the Al- 
lowance of Negroes, ſo induſtriouſly pro- 
pagated by ſome others leſs worth regard- 
ing. In the Afternoon the Meſſenger who

Saturday. Mr. Cauſton and the other 22. 
Magiſtrates were pleaſed to call on me this 
Morning; when we had a ſhort: Confe- 
rence on the preſent Poſture of Affairs, and 
divers Orders were given ſuitable to the 
Exigence of the Time: For notwithſtand- 
ing it ſeemed to us, that the Spaniards 
had put a Stop to any farther Proceedings, 
yet it was not in our Power to judge how 
toon they might reſume their former De- 
ſigns, eſpecially fince we were all aſſured, 
that there was a great Force lay ready 
at St. Auguſtin for any Purpoſe they thought 
fat to employ them about ; whether it were 
to attack us, or only ſtrengthen their Fron- 
tier (as was given out) and build Forts, viz. 
on the old Apalachee Fields, &c. moreover 
the Launches, Pinnaces, and half Gallies 
continued ſtill attending them in that Port. 

This uncertain State we were in, produ- 
ced various Opinions among the People; 
ſome few could not hide their Apprehen- 
ſions of a ſudden Invaſion, and wanted 
an Opportunity to withdraw out of Harm's 
Way; but as a Stop was put to any one's 
going off without Leave, that was diffi- 
cult to come at, and the Generality ap- 
_ peared eaſy, following their proper Buſineſs. 
Somebody among us had undertaken the

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1738. Part of Paſquin, and fixed up a Paper in 
3 the publick Street, ridiculing the idle Fears 


of ſuch among us as diſcoverrd them; and 
telling them for their Comfort, that he had 55 
fixed up an Office of Inſurance, where he 
would inſure any of their Safeties after the 
Rate of from 5 to 15 per Cent. provided 
they did, not ſet too great a Value on them 
Cs: : With ſome other double Entenders 
pretty ſevere, which a certain Perſon or 
two of my Acquaintance taking ſome Of- 
fence at, and ſeeming impatient to diſcover 
the Author; ; I prevailed with them to be 
eaſy, and not let the World ſee that the 
Cap fitted their Heads, by putting it on 
themſelves; and IT was farther of Opinion, 
that a little merry Drollery among us (with- 
out groſs Scandal) at ſuch a Seaſon might 
contribute to keep up a chearful Spirit; and 
this was not a Time to be peeviſh at Tri- 
fles. Some Gentlemen and others not Free- 
holders in the Town, having been forming 
a Deſign to make a Company of Volunteers 
to act in Defence of the Province, where 
Occaſion might require, under the Com- 
mand of ſuch Perſon as they ſhould chuſe 
among themſelves; and ſending to me to 
make one among them; towards Evening 
finding myſelf a little more relieved from 
Pain, I went to them to the Tavern, where 
ten or twelve of them were met, moſtly

but were now in a thriving Way: The 
Mulberries now alſo produced Plenty of 
Leaves, and though the Unkindneſs 5 the 
Spring had kept them back, which was a 
little Seftruftive to the earlieſt Silk Worms, 
there was yet a Stock of Worms, and Store 
of Food for them come at laſt ſufficient to 
give us Expectation of ſeeing ſomething in 
the Silk-Affair done this Year worth regard- 
ing. Planting continued to go forward in 
the Country with uncommon Diligence on 
all Sides: And as to my own Part, what 
was in hand being three Miles off, my Son 
took it almoſt wholly on himſelf to inſpect: 
it, coming Home once in a Day, or two 
or three, only if any Thing extraordinary 
required. The hot Weather began to come 
on apace, and Rain much wanted. Three 
of my Men at this Time lying ill.

Fear of: The Creek being at preſent fo 
low in Water, Abundance of Stumps, fallen 
Trees, 
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Trees, and other Impediments, appeared 1938. ; 
fully; which made me apprehenſive what — 


Difficulty might be found in floating the 


Ware down, when cut; which Cooper ac- 
knowledged could not be, except when the 


Freſhes came down, which he ſaid would 
be ſufficiently frequent, from what he had 
obſerved during the Time he had been 
there: Then I aſked him how much lon- 
cer Time he thought it would take to finiſh 


his Work, fo that the MilFmight be con- 


ſtantly employed on the Bufineſs of the 


Truſt that it was built for; and he told 
me, that he expected in two Months more 


he ſhould compleat it all; and it might 
have been ended ſome Months ſooner, had 


not good Part of the Men been taken from 


him, which were at firſt allowed. The 
Indian Traders, after gratifying their Cu- 
rioſity in ſeeing the Mill work, went on 


their Journey; and I had afterwards ſome 


Talk again with Cooper and Smithard, a- 
bout the Fellow's being confined who had 
the Small-Pox ; but I found it was to lit- 
tle Purpoſe, and the Fellow himſelf talked 
ſo ſaucily, huffing and ſwearing, and ſet- 
ting me at nought, that I defired Bailiff 
Parker to take Notice of it; who promiſed 
me he would in a proper Time and Place. 


After farther Talk with Barker, and En- 


quiry about the Truſt's Cattle, many of 
which I perceived had not been brought 
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17 1518. together this Spring, nor duly marked and 
— numbered; all which I took proper Notes

of: In the Evening we took Horſe. and 


rode to Abercorne, about twelve Miles, 


where we had ordered the Boat to meet - 

us, being a great Way round. 
W, edniſday. The Morning was taker up 

looking into what Improvements were here 


made, which were but few, moſt of the 


preſent Settlers being newly come in the 
Room of ſuch as had deſerted the Place. I 
noted what I thought needful, and then 
we took Boat, and went back to Tojeph- 
Town, where in our Way up the River be- 
fore, we had gs the Plantations of 
Met. Par. M *Kay, Dunbar and Cuthbert : 
We now walked rough the Land that 
had been occupied by Sir Francis Bathurſt, 


where little had been done during his Lite, 


and fince it was wholly neglected; thence 
we continued our Walk through that Land 
which Augu//znz had poſſeſſed, but very lit- 
tle of it had been cultivated, and it was 
all deſerted by him, as well as the Saw- 
Mill, which he attempted to make ſome 
Diſtance higher up that Creek : The Boat 
arriving, which we had ſent round ſeveral 
Miles about a Point, while we travelled 


the Iſthmus to the proper Place of meeting 


it, we made our Way again down the Ri- 
ver, and paſting by ſeveral Lands granted 


to Mr. Williams and 4 of his Family, 


we. 
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we ſtopt at the principal Plantation, where 1738. 
we found ſeveral commodious Baildings, 2 


fit for carrying on the Work, about twenty 
Acres of Land well planted, a and ſeveral 
more cleared, beſides five or ſix Acres more 
on the Lat belonging to them, next ad- 
joining: Thence we proceeded by Water, 
and paſſing by a Tract of Land of fiye 
hundred Acres (not known whether grant- 
ed to any Perſon or not) and two Truſt 
Lots, we came the Cloſe of the Evening 
to Mr. Matthews's, where we were glad to 
ſtay all Night and refreſh ourſelves. _ 
Thurſdoy Locked over Mr. Matthews's 
Plantation in the Morning, which con- 


ſiſted of about thirty Acres well planted, 


and good Part of it had been ploughed 
beſides _ AGES. more eee Lip Ig 


handind a Lot, which goes by the Ne ame 
of Capt. Watfer's ; but (as I am informed) 
he never had any real Grant, and what 
ſmall Improvements he had formerly made, 
we ſaw; which was only Pert of a Shell 
of a, Houſe, never nigh perfected, and now 


ruinous and rotten, nothing having been

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1738. done upon it for many Years paſt; and 
only an Acre or two of the Land had for- 
5 merly been opened from the Timber on it, 
but never cultivated or planted; and thro 
long Neglect, that was grown full of Un- 
derwood again: The next was a Lot of 
one hundred and fifty Acres belonging to 
Jſaac Young, which run home to Pipe- 
makers Creek, and is the Bounds betwixt 
us and the Indian Land; here we found 
no Improvements neither ;- the Land (it 
ſeems) though granted ſome Time fince, 
was not run out till this Spring, which 
Young imputed to the Backwardneſs and 
II- will of thoſe who had the ordering of it: 
Next above that, on the ſame Creek, Mr. 
Amory has begun a Settlement, who came 
over laſt Winter, and expects to find as 
much Land there, not before run out, as 
will anſwer the Amount of his Grant: The 
Ground is low, for which Reaſon what he 
has planted, which is about five or fix 
Acres, 1s with Rice. Having -gone to the 
full Extent of the Settlements on the River 
Savannah, in the Afternoon we made our 
Way Home, and landed about Five a 
Clock.

in he was over-ruled by the Court; for 
were that allowed; it would hardly be poſ- 
fible to find a Jury many Times in ſuch 4 
ne- planted Colony; moreover it appeared 
by the Conſtitution framed by the Truſtees; 
that on ſuch Caſes fix and no more were 
allowed: to be challenged peremptorily by 
the Priſoner; and the like Number, if it 
was thought proper, by the Conſtable in 
| Behalf of the King. After much Wrang- 
ling, at length they proceeded ; and the 
Proof being very ftrong, that the two Pri- 
ſoners had ſhot the Steer, and after cutting

ron, adviſing us, that the Spaniards had ta- 


ken Poſt upon St. George's land, in Vio- 
lation of the Agreement betwixt Mr. Ogle= 
thorpe and them, that it ſhould ſtand a 
Barrier betwixt them and us, to be poſ- 
ſeſſed by neither. This happening juſt at 
a Time, when ſuch Advices as we could 
get from all Parts concurred in the Imagi- 
nation of a War being likely to break out 
with that Nation ; every Body began again 


to turn their Thoughts that Way. Mr. 


Horton wrote for a Supply of Ammunition 
Stores for Frederica, which we were in no 
Condition of furniſhing them with; and 
Mr. Cauſton wrote to the Government of 
Carolina to aſſiſt us with ſome, at the ſame 
Time that he acquainted them with what 
Poſture Things ſtood in the South: He 
likewiſe wrote to the Truſtees of it; as I 
alſo thought it my Duty to acquaint them 


with what I knew, which I wrote to Mr. 


VHerelſt to lay before them ; though theſe

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1738, ing to what Kind of Seed they had plants 
ed; and it now. appeared too plain, that 
1 the Failure of a Crop where it happened, 

"was principally owing to that yellow ſkin'd 

Corn, whereof Mention has formerly been 
made, more than to the Drought ; becauſe 
they that had the good Fortune to plant 
of the broad, white Sort, had generally a 
\ reaſonable Return, not to be complained 
of: As to myſelf in particular, who began 
firſt to clear a five-Acre Lot, which 1 
planted almoſt wholly with that yellow. 
Corn, no other Seed being at that Time to 
be had ; it produced ſcarce any Thing 
worth naming, but pined away in Spite 
of all the Labour I could beſtow upon it, 
and came to nought; neither could it be 
imputed to the Sterility of the Land, which 
has the Appearance. of being productive of 
divers Things : Whereas on the ten Acres 
which I cleared and cultivated, out of forty- 
five, and which was planted a conſiderable 
Time later than the other; about fix Acres 
of it, with the white Seed which I then 
got, and the reſt of it with Rice and other 
Things, I hope to find the Produce turn to 
ſome ſmall Account ; tho' the great Plenty 
which is ſaid to be in other Provinces has 
at this Inſtant brought down the Price to 
very little: From hence it is natural to 
conſider what an unhappy State that Per- 
ſon muſt be in, who has been truly la-

now to find himfelf deſtitute of all Relief, 
unlefs the Truſtees ſhall pleaſe to conſider 


and diſtinguiſh fuch Men from thoſe who 


can make no juſt Pretence to their Bounty; 
ſome ſuch Inſtances unqueſtionably will be 
found; but it is to be hoped not many. 
Saturday. Every one of my Servants 
now were fick, and incapable. of Work; 
and what was worſe, when well were 
grown ſo falſe and lazy, through the poi- 
ſonous Influence of other idle Raſcals, who 
made it great Part of their Buſineſs to ſe- 
duce and debauch all they could, that for 


ſome Months paſt their Labour did not 


pay for keeping them. This I had often 
been told I might expect would be my 
Caſe ſhortly, as it had been of too many; 


and now I find it true: So that I knew nat 


what Remedy to find, other than to diſpoſe 


of two or three of the worſt, if I could 
get any proper Maſter to take them off my 
Hands when well, and try to get others 
who would be of ſome Uſe to me ; other- 
wiſe all muſt go to Ruin: In the mean 
Time I was under a Neceſſity of getting 
ſome Help at any Rate, to fave what I had 
grown ; and therein I was ſure to pay ſe- 
verely, for our common labouring People, 
who never cared to work as long as OT 
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1738. had Money or Credit to live in Exceſs; 
uvben they were wanted for Hire, required 
Septemb. ſuch Wages as is hardly to be believed: 
One or two that I attempted had/the Mo- 
deſty to aſk Half a Crown a Day, beſides 
Proviſion ; and after all the Means I could 
uſe, I found I' muſt think well of it if 1 
could procure any at eighteen Pence, and 
their Food withal. This Evil alone, 
without the Addition of others, I appre- 
hend to be of pernicious Conſequence to 
the Colony, unleſs ſome Cure can be had 
for it; and in my humble Opinion may 
be worth the Confideration of the honou- 
rable Truſtees, in what Manner to regu- 
late Labourers Wages: For ſo long as an 
idle Fellow can find one Day's Pay ſufficient 
to maintain him two or three, he will work 
no more; and more than Half the Time 
of ſuch a Man's Labour is loſt to the Pub-

Williams coming to Town from his Planta- 
tion, called on me, to enquire what News 
I had by my late Packet, and particularly 
with relation to the Tenure of Lands; to 
which I gave him in Anſwer the Reſolu- 
tion of the honourable Truſtees, with the 
Reaſons they had been pleaſed to ſend me, 
for adhering to their firſt Determination : 
At which he-appeared very uneaſy, and at 
length broke out into great Warmth, telling 
me, that no one ever yet came here with a 
more firm Intention of doing every Thing 
in his Power to promote the Intereſt of the 
Colony ; that he had given ſufficient Teſti- 
mony of it in many Inſtances, and thrown 
out a great deal of Money, which he has 
yet ſeen no Return of; which nevertheleſs 
he could be content to wait farther to ſee 
the Event, and go on with Courage ; but 
that now he faw plainly all he did was on 
a precarious Title, and that he could inſure 
= nothing : Wherefore he was reſolved to 
loſe no more Time, but as ſoon as he had 
got his Crop in, he would inſtantly bid 
the Colony adieu, and remove all his Ef- 
fects over the Water into Carolina, where 
he would ſettle on ſome Lands he had in 
that Neighbourhood. I endeavoured to 
a reaſon with him as well as I could, and 
U — ſoften 
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1738. ſoften him into better Temper; but I found 
it impracticable at preſent, by his growing, 
Septemb. more and more vehement: So we parted. 

0 Tueſday. Mr. Samuel Brown, one of 

odur principal Traders in the Indian Nations, 
came to Town, by the Way of Auguſta, 
in a weak State of Health; and as he was 
a Settler alſo at that Place, where he had 
built a Houſe upon a Lot granted him, he 
had made ſome Stay in his Way. I was 
ſorry to hear by him, that they were 
grown extream fickly thereabouts ; that it 
came through Carolina by Degrees to their 
Settlement at New-Windſor, and thence 
ſoon croſſed to Auguſta; that a great many 
were down in Fevers at his coming away; 
and that Lieutenant Kent was fo ill, that it 
was feared he could not live. At the fame 
Time I received a Letter from one 7obr 
Miller, who keeps Stores at Auguſta to 
ſerve the Indian Traders, acquainting me, 
that the Inhabitants were ſettling in a very 
irregular Manner, by building Stores on 
five hundred Acre Lots ſome Miles diſtant 
from each other up the Path towards the 
Creeks : The Reaſon for which is, that the 
Out-Parts have the Advantage and Chance 
of intercepting the Cuſtomers of thoſe who 
live in or near the Town of Auguſta; but 
conſequently lie- under greater Danger of 
being cut off by Enemies of any Sort:

Moreover it will be in the Power of ſuch * __—_ 


Indian Traders as run in Debt with the 
ſettled Storekeepers, to go to one of thoſe 


out-lying Stores, and be ſupplied, and then 


return to the Indian N ation, thereby de- 
frauding their former Creditors, who can- 
not bring them to regular Jaſtice. Mr, 
Brown confirming this, I thought it worth 
Notice, and conceive it may be worth the 
Confideration of ſuch as have Power to re- 
gulate it better. 

Wedneſday. Little obſervable this Day. 
Towards Evening we were informed, that 

a great Number of Indians, no leſs than 
fifty of the Upper Creek N ation, were. on 
their Way hither, and might be expected 
_ . to-morrow, with an Intent to make a 


Vifit to the General, from whom, with- 


out Doubt, they would expect Preſents 


as uſual; which I ſaw would put us under 


ſome Difficulty how to receive them : Where- 
fore I ordered a Meſſenger to call Mr. Cauj- 


ton to Town early in the Morning, that 
we might conſult what was expedient to be 


done. 

Thurſday. Upon Mr. Cauſtor's coming, 
it was all our Opinions (Mr. Parker joining 
in the ſame) that it would be by no Means 
adviſable to ſuffer ſuch a Number of re-

1738. Abode in this Town, for we knew not 
how long a Time; neither would it be 
e well to do any Thing that might give them 
Offence: Wherefore we thought it the beſt 
Way to ſend to Mrs. Matthews, whom 
they all have Reſort to on theſe Occa- 
fions, to perſuade them, when they were 
come the Length of the Plantation where 
ſhe lives on the River, to ſtop there, where 
ſhe might furniſh them with Corn and 
proper Suſtenance, for their Support whilſt 
they ſtaid, which would be allowed her a- 
gain; by which Means we hoped to con- 
tent them: But in caſe they were to come 
to Town, we knew by Experience, that 
not only Meat from the Stores muſt be 
dealt out to them in Plenty, but ſtrong -

Northward, but by Reaſon of freſh norther- 
ly Winds, they Had been driven back, and 
could not reach Charles-Town,” where they 
might revictual, their Proviſions being all 
ſpent, for which Reaſon they ſought to put 
in here; but having no Pilot, they durſt 


not attempt it at firſt; till being driven to 


Want, and near upon a Lee Shore, which 


they could not bear away from, they came 


to an Anchor through Neceffity near the

I feared there was too much Truth in 
great Part of it. 'The Occaſion of Mr. 
Bradley's late Expedition appeared to be 
principally in 'order to get a Grant for 
Lands in that Province; wherein it is faid 
he ſucceeded ſo far as to get a Family 

Grant, 
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Grant, which being numerous in Children 1738. 
and Servants, at fifty Acres per Head. 
came to thirteen hundred Acres: And this ee» 
was ſuppoſed to be the. Occaſion. of his 
coming back over Land by the Way of 
Puryſburgh, in which Townſhip his Grant 
was ſaid to be. Mr. Amory who went 
with him was alſo ſaid to have obtained a 
Grant of five hundred Acres for his Fami- 
ly ; but that the Reaſon of his not return- 
ing with Mr. Bradley was, becauſe Mr. 
Johnson, the late Governor's Son, being a 
Paſſenger with him from England this 
Time Twelvemonth, and diſcovering him 
to be a Perſon of ſome Qualifications de- 
ſirable, now meeting him in Carolina, per- 
ſuaded him to ſtay, and be a Steward and 
Superviſor of his Eſtate in that Country, 
which was pretty conſiderable; for that he 
himſelf was purpoſing to go for England, 
and would leave it to his Care and Ma- 
nagement, on certain Terms being very ad- 
vantageous. He was at a little Loſs at 
preſent for Maintenance of his Family, 
and hoped he ſhould be favoured with a 
few Months Credit out of the Stores, 
which he would repay punctually the Va- 
lue of in ſuch Species as his Plantation af- 
forded, or otherwiſe: This, unhappily, in 
the Circumſtances that Matters ſtood with 
us at preſent, could not be complied with; 
whereupon he took that Reſolution of 
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2248. ſeeking for Support where he did: And 
<—— where the Arms of thoſe People are always 
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open to receive ſuch as leave this Colony, 
be the Cauſe what it will; for even our 
runaway Servants too often find it ſuch an' 
Aſylum, as their Maſters cannot eaſily re- 


cover them from. What we heard: report- 
ed of the Settlement at Darien, was of ſtill 
greater Conſequence much, if true; where, 


it was ſaid, an univerſal Defection appeared 
among them all on a ſudden, and very un- 
expectedly, as they had hitherto ſhewn no 
Marks of Diſcontent, living quiet, and in 
all Appearance vety intent upon cultivatin 

their Land: But that now they Are 
at once, what undoubtedly they had been 
ſmothering ſome Time paſt; and had ſent 
a Deputation from among them, in the 
Name of one and all, to wait on the Ge- 
neral at St. Simon's, and lay their Grievan- 
ces before him, and obtain a ſatisfactory 
Anſwer, with a certain Aſſurance, that 
they ſhould have immediate Remedy for 
their Complaints; or elſe they were deter- 
mined to break up, and feek a Settlernent 
elſewhere. What Hardſhips they were 
which they ſought Relief for, it is hardly 
fit in Prudence to narne, without good Au- 
thority ; but the fame common Report told 
us, that the Tenure which they held their 
Land by was uppermoſt ; that the Poverty 
of the Soil N them from expect- 
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ing to raiſe future Crops from it, as they 1 
had experienced, by having ſo much leſs = 


grown this laſt Year, than they had ng : 


to look for, after ſo much Labour: That: 
in caſe of any future Dearth or Want, they 


had no Market to go to, nor any Credit to 


ſupport them, &c. wherefore to prevent 
that Evil, they propoſed, that a publick 
Store ſhould be ſet up, which they might 
reſort to, and be ſupplied with what they 
wanted; for Which they ſhould be allowed 
to make Payment in Lumber, ſawn, or in 
Shingles, Pipe-Staves, and the like (which 
if true, would unqueſtionably put an End 


to all Planting: at once) with Abundance | 


more, which I: rather wave than give too 


eaſy Credit to, knowing it muſt appear 


ſoon, how much or little Truth there is in 


what at preſent is ſo much talked of. - 
Tueſday. The ſame Subject of Diſcourſe, 


which Yeſterday was whiſpered about, now 


became the publick and common Talk of 
every Body; which nevertheleſs found more 


or leſs Credit, in Proportion to the good or 


ill Diſpoſition of ſuch as heard it: For 
through Prejudice among too many, Truth

The chief Propagators 
of ſuch Talk were at this Time (I knew 
from one of the principal Men among 
them, whom 1 nd med of upon a 
Jealouſy I had. conceived of it, and he 
| freely owned that they were) forming a 
Repreſentation of divers Grievances, which 
they reſolved to ſend to the Truſtees; 
wherein, among other Things, they ſhould 
clearly demonſtrate, that no Perſon could 
on any Improvement of Land here 
upon the Footing we now were, without 
certain Loſs; and the greater Labour and 
Coſt he was at, the more certain was his 
Ruin.

the Hadians, and to give Intelligence, &c, 
The Letter was very long, and filled with 
many Circumſtances ; but the principal 
Matter to be noted was, that he had In- 
formation a while ſince of a Deſign among 
ſome of the neighbouring Towns, to cut 
off all the white People who lived among 
them; but upon his Enquiry into the 
Grounds. of . ſuch Information, he found 
very little: What he chiefly learnt Was, 
that the French, who lived at their Backs, 
frequently put about ſuch Reports, in order 
to terrify our Traders, and drive them off, 
that ſo they might take their Places; but 
that the Dog King, who is on their Fron- 
tier, bid him be eaſy; for that they never 
would take Part with the French, but 
would be always true to us, whom they 
would die with.

Much Talk about Town: of an 
anonymous Letter ſaid to be found in the 
Street, ſuppoſed to be dropt with Deſign, 
and directed to the General; full of ſuch 
Politicks as were now in Faſhion among 
us: But I could not readily find a Way to 
come at a Sight of it, nor to know in 
whoſe Hands it was got. Scarcity of Pro- 
viſions growing more and more every Day 
among the People, it began to be ſtrongly

Notions to themſelves of growing 
wealthy a little ſooner than the ordinary

Mr. Bradley, whilſt he waited on the Ge- 
neral at Charles- Toon, thought fit to make 


a Demand of 1200/. Sterling, which he ſaid 


was owing him from the Truſt; but at 


Savannah we heard from Mr. Jones, that 


he ſtood Debtor 1900/7. However that 
may be, the General was pleaſed to tell 


me, that Mr. Bradley had fully reſigned alt 
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future meddling with any publick Affairs
